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1958 Consensus: 
Another Good Year 


You can get almost any prediction you 
want concerning the direction the U.S. 
economy will take in 1958. The consen- 
sus seems to be that the current adjust- 
ment or recession will be mild, that it 
will last several months and that a dra- 
matic upturn will occur during the latter 
months of the vear. 

This appraisal seems to make sense. 
The upward spir al, slowed down by Fed- 
eral Reserve tight money policies and 
consumer resistance to high prices, tem- 
porarily has been checked. While there is 
growing unemployment right now, there 
are indications that inflation also is level- 
ing off. 

During the coming months there will 
bé more caution in the business commu- 
nity than in any recent years. Consumer 
incomes have dropped slightly and the 
stock market still is behaving erratically. 
But the basic demand for consumer goods, 
for housing, for automobiles, for appli- 
ances and services remains, 

It will be a year of labor unrest but 
there are signs that labor is becoming 
more aware that less production at high- 
er costs is discouraging business expan- 
sion, restricting markets through con- 
sumer resistance and that business firms 
are finding it difficult to raise prices 
erfough to meet the rise in labor costs. 
The resulting squeeze on profits causes 
industry and business to retrench, thus 
causing fewer jobs and unemployment. 

But spurred by what is certain to be 
an increase in government spending, the 
likelihood of any serious depression is re- 
mote. Today the economy is better under- 
stood and direct and indirect government 
controls easier to apply. With the added 
challenge of moving into the age of space 
and nuclear power, the country indeed 
may enter another period of unprece- 
dented expansion in 1958. The Russian 
threat has shown us there can be no 
standing still. 

Here in Georgia where the change 
from an agricultural to an industrial econ- 
omy continues, the outlook is one of an- 
tidipation and optimism. The signs point 
to another good year—even a boom year 
for Atlanta.

Police Deserve Break 


If Money’s in Sight 


The Atlanta Police Discipline Advis- 
ory Board, made up of three men elected 
by policemen themselves, says that 90 
per cent of police disciplinary matters are 
a result of low pay. They specifically men- 
tion debts which are incurred as a result 
of family illnesses and other causes which 
place the men under considerable pres- 
sure and hardship. 

The board pointed out that policemen 
work six days a week, eight hours a day, 
with a minimum of 48 hours a week. With 
court and jury appearances, inquests and 
civil court subpoenas, he often works a 
60-to-70-hour week. 

The fact that policemen are poorly 
paid is no secret. Raises have been advo- 
cated by the Institute of Public Adminis- 
tration’s study and have been recom- 
mended by the Police Aldermanic Com- 
mittee, 

There is no question that increases are 
in order. Whether the hard-pressed city, 
beset with ever-growing demands for 
services and expansions; can mect the 
cost of raises in the amount asked with- 
out an even higher hike than the wes sent 
anticipated five mills is the big question. 
But there is no economy in crime a if 
the police force is to do its job, it must 
be supported in proportion to its task.

Stolen Autos in Georgia 


Starting New: Year’s Day 1958, a South 
Carolina auto dealer must have a valid 
certificate of title for every car and truck 
he sells. 

That’s the new law effective in our 
neighboring state. The statute requires a 
title for ah auto in the same manner the 
law there and in Georgia requires a deed 
to a home or other real estate. 

The certificate of title proves owner- 
ship and becomes necessary to a trans- 
fer of property.

Rotation System of Senate 


Defeats Democratic Atms 


It is likely that the forthcoming session of the State Legislature 


will debate the question of ending 
electing members to the State Senate, 


the present rotation system of 
although it is extremely un- 


likely anything will be done about it for the time being. 


It will take a considerable sell- 
ing job to persuade smaller rural 
Georgia counties to give up the 
rotation system. Their reason is 
fundamental: Fear by the rural 
areas of big-city domination: of 
the political scene. 

Presently Georgia’s 159 coun- 
ties are divided into 54 senatorial 
districts. All except two of the 
districts have three counties 
each. The 52nd is made up of 
Fulton County alone and Chatham 
and Effingham counties com- 
prise another. Our district — the 
42nd — consists of Floyd, Chat- 
tooga and Bartow counties. 

Under the rotation system, the 
right to nominate a member of 
the Senate must be rotated from 
county to county within each dis- 
trict for every two-year senatori- 
al term. The result is we have 
an entirely new Senate every two 
years with the senator from Ful- 


* 


ton County being the only man 
eligible to succeed himself. The 
weakness of the plan is appar- 
ent: About the time a senator 
learns his way around the Cap- 
itol he is “rotated’’ out of office. 
There is no continuity to service 
in the Senate. 

There is a growing view over 
Georgia that the rotation plan is 
a basic weakness in state govern- 
ment and, surprisingly, the view 
is shared in some of the smaller 
counties. There are suggestions 
that candidates be required to run 
a district-wide race for the Sen- 
ate. Such races could be conduct- 
ed under the county unit system 
if there is fear that one populous 
county would dominate the 
voting. 

It probably will take some time 
to convert the state to any other 
system but it is worthwhile to 
consider.

Make Big Deposits 
In Spiritual Bank 


Yesterday we mentioned that loss of patience 
is one sure sign of spiritual poverty. A second 
sign that our spiritual expenditures have been 


greater than our spiritual income is when we run low on courage. Dr. 
D. L. Dykes Jr. tells of a man who kept an account of his fears over 
a period of years until he had listed a thousand fears that 


had bothered him. 

Then he went back over the list 
and marked the ones that actual- 
ly materialized. He marked only 
17 of the thousand. Nine hundred 
and eighty-three of his fears were 
useless. But when a man runs 
low on courage he is afraid of 
everything. . 

Some passengers on a ship be- 
came panic-stricken during a 
storm. They esked the captain 
how he could remain so calm. He 
explained, “On the surface there 
is a storm, but 20 fathoms down 
it'is quite calm.” Many fears are 
real but we gain courage when 
we see below the surface. Many 
of us live lives that are too shal- 
low. 

It has been well said: ‘‘Cour- 
age is armor a blind man wears 
—The calloused scar of outlived 
despairs — Courage is fear that 
has said its prayers.” 

That is well illustrated by Lloyd 
C. Douglas in his novel, “The 
Big Fisherman.” A Roman offi- 
cer prays for Peter’s life. But 
Peter is condemned to die. The 
officer said, “‘I have prayed for 
you, Peter, but it hasn't done you 
any good.” Peter replied: “I’m 
sure it has! I haven't been 
afraid.” 

A third sign of spiritual poverty 
is not. to have enough power to

decide. The inability to make up 
your mind, to use your will pow- 
er, means you lack spiritual re- 
sources. It is a miserable thing 
to be constantly in a state of in- 
decision — what to do tonight, 
where to go on your vacation, 
what hat to buy, etc. It is a trag- 
ic thing not to be able to give a 
firm ‘“‘yes”’ or ‘“‘no” to the great 
issues of life. The possession of 
decisive will power is the mark 
of a spiritually mature person. 

A fourth symptom of spiritual 
poverty is the inability to forgive. 
When one’s heart is filled with 
the Spirit of God, he has no room 
for hurt feelings or hard feelings. 
No matter what people did to 
Him, our Lord’s spiritual re- 
sources were so great that He 
could really pray, ‘“‘Father, for- 
give them.” 

What should the spiritually im- 
poverished person do? When the 
Prodigal Son ‘“‘had spent all,”” he 
said, “I will arise and go to my 
father, and will say unto him, 
Father, I have sinned . . . make 
me as one of thy hired servants” 
(Luke 15:14-19). We should nev- 
er let even one day pass without 
consciously coming to God in a 
spirit of humility and faith. 
Every day we should make a 
deposit in our spiritual bank. 


What Constitutes 
Conflict of Interest? 


WASHINGTON—Congress' does some queer 
things. When you put them together they become 
By refusing to 


even queerer. For example: 1. 


provide adequate salaries and allowances for our major ambassador- 
ships Congress makes it almost compulsory to limit noncareer ap- 


pointments to men of large wealth. 


2. By maintaining a onesided, 
artificial ‘“‘conflict of interest’’ 
statute — you can’t legislate in- 
tegrity — Congress makes it vir- 
tually impossible for men of large 
wealth to serve the government 
in many key posts without dis- 
posing of stock holdings at great 
financial loss. 

3. Furthermore, while Congress 
makes a Cabinet officer divest 
himself at whatever disadvantage 
of all holdings in any corporation 
with which his department might 
conceivably do any business, it 
lets itself go scot-free. 

Isn’t it rather absurd to have 
all this fuss and furore over ‘‘con- 
flict of interest’”’ in the executive 
branch when Congress, the real 
policy-making arm of the gov- 
ernment, finds it perfectly proper 
to wade kneedeep in so-called con- 
flict of interest? 

There is another inconsistency. 
While Cabinet and sub-Cabinet of- 
ficials who carry out the policies 
of the President are required to 
divest themselves of stock hold- 
ings in order to avoid so-called 
‘conflict of interest,” the Presi- 
dent is not so required. 

Why? Because he is an elected 
official. Congress decided that all 
elected officials, including them- 
selves, either could have “con- 
flict of interest’? or would cer- 
tainly rise above ‘“‘conflict of in- 
terest,”” while non-elected officials 
either must not have “‘conflict of

interest” or could not be expected 
to rise above it. 


It doesn’t make sense. 


It is hard to escape the con- 
clusion that this ‘‘conflict of in- 
terest” statute is unfair and un- 
needed. It is encouraging to note 
that this view is being urged by 
one of the leading Democratic 
liberals of the Senate, Sen. Rich- 
ard Neuberger of Oregon, who 
said on the floor not long ago: 

“If it is wise not to allow a fi- 
nancial conflict of interest in gov- 
ernment, then it should apply at 
the highest levels of government, 
or not at all. 

“This issue cannot be realisti- 
cally limited to the narrow ques- 
tion of personal financial gain, 
How can we divorce it from the 
campaign contributions by which 
we finance the great and growing 
costs of modern elections? 

*‘Some senators have said that 
acceptance of such contributions” 
implies.no obligation to the donors, 
no suspension of independent 
judgment.

during a speech at the National 
Press Club. 

He said Nowinski, 52, a native 
of Czestochowa, Poland, holding a 
1951 degree of doctor of technical 
science from Warsaw Technical 
University, has for the past seven 
years been a recess professor at 
University of Warsaw. His special- 
ty, thermoelasticity, is a field of 
mathematical theory involving the 
stresses and strains on metals and 
other materials under varying 
temperature conditions. 

Dr. Nowinski was described as 
being more familiar with Russian 
work in this field than most U.S. 
scientists. He has published more 
than 60 articles on the subject. 

Dr. Nowinski last fall obtained 
permission to visit this country 
and give a series of lectures at 
Johns Hopkins University. 

Shortly after his arrival in mid- 
October, he received word that 
his wife and daughter had 
reached England. Thereupon, 
Rogers reported, the scientist con- 
tacted the FBI’s Baltimore office 
and asked for asylum in the 
United States. 

“‘He told the FBI that he de- 
sired not to return to Poland be- 
cause of the lack of freedom and 
extremely poor living conditions 
in that country, despite the pre! 
ferred treatment which he had 
been accorded because of his pro- 
fessional standing,”’ Rogers said. 

‘Another influential factor was 
his aversion to placing his daugh- 
ter in Communist schools.” 
| Rogers read a letter from Dr. 
|Stanley Corrsin, head of Johns 
Hopkins’ mathematical engineer- 
ing department, which said it will 
obviously be a benefit to this 
country to be able to add this man 
to the ranks of available scien- 
tists.
